In fact, most of the 
prices shown below are about half of the regular retail price. 


The 64 Write Stuff package (also called Busy Bee or TWS or 
BB) includes Version I disk, 60page manual, overlay, booklet and 
registration card. BB Speller with Version II upgrades and 
manual. All this for $15.00. 


The 128 Write Stuff package includes Version I in 40 and 80 
column modes, manual, overlay, booklet and registration card. BB 
Speller with version II upgrades and manual. A bargain at $20. 


The Write Stuff Spellers are great dictionaries!!!!!! Finds 
incorrectly spelled words and corrects them. 


The BB Talker in 64 mode includes a talking story book and 
can be used with any file. This is an add-on so you need basic 
package. $5 for this fun disk. Great for kids! 


In Public Domain Library we have The Reading Teacher. 
This is a reading tutor for beginning readers and also 
Compu-Libs. This disk creates 10 amusing stories using mail 
merge (which is on your Version I disks). These programs use BB 
Talker. You can even adjust the tone of voice your computer uses 
to talk to you. Standard Public Domain Library fees on these. 


Two new programs available in either 64 or 128 format are The 
Illustrator I and Illustrator Il. There are add-ons and require 
Version II from your basic package. Illustrator I lets you add 
RUN Paint and Printshop graphics to TWS. Illustrator ITI lets 
you add Fun Graphic Machine clip-art to text. $5 per disk. 


TWS 1581 Versions available for 128. You must already own 
acopy of TWS 128. Copying fee is $1, you supply the disk. 


The Fun Graphics Machine demo disk is available for the 
regular Public Domain Library fee.

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Changes to the Proposed Bylaws

Requirements for Membership: 

The most important requirement is a desire to work with one or 
more of the Commodore 8-bit computers. The annual dues will be 
set by the membership. A full member will be entitled to vote on 
club business, receive a copy of the bylaws, a club monthly paper, 
a disk of the quarter, use the clubs public domain library, use the 
clubs commercial lending library and have a chance to purchase 
specials as well as getting any assistance they may need that the 
club is able to give. 


Associate members are immediate members of a family with a full 

club membership. An Associate member is entitled to use both 
libraries and what services we have to offer, but may not vote. An 

Associate member will be granted the privilege to vote upon 
payment of an additional fee set by the membership. 


Limited membership will be granted to anyone willing to pay a 
newsletter-only fee set by the membership.

Dear Members, 


As you know, QLink was originally launched in November, 1985. 
In the years that followed you, as our loyal members, have helped 
us build a unique online community for Commodore computer 
users. I want to thank each of you for your contribution, your 
support and your feedback over the years. 


The computing industry has changed dramatically since those first 

days of online communications. Commodore ceased to produce 

Commodore brand computers in 1993. Sadly, the company has 

recently closed its doors entirely. The Commodore computer, once 

a leader in the industry, has been replaced by faster, more powerful 

systems. | Many software vendors no longer support the 
Commodore operating system. 


Now we find, with great regret, that we simply can no longer 
support the QLink service. It has become impossible for us to 
maintain the product up to a standard of quality that we can be 
proud of. Many of youl’m sure have noticed a diminished level of 
product quality in the last few months due to these technical 
limitations. Without technical support from the industry, we are 
not able to add new services, fix existing problems, or prevent new 
ones. Therefore we have made the sad decision to discontinue 
QLink as of November 1, 1994. 


We would like to thank each of you for your long and continued 
support and, if at all possible, keep you as part of our online 
community. 


If you now have the ability to use America Online (PC-DOS, 
Windows or Macintosh), we invite you to convert your 
membership to one of these other systems. For details on what 
these versions have to offer and the system requirements needed to 

run them, see the document in this area entitled "Converting to 
America Online." 


For details on the last month of service for QLink, important dates 
and billing information, see the document in this area entitled 
"Your Final Bill.” 

We have enjoyed serving you. Thanks again.
